afternoon for the death penalty for 
all of the defendants, a woman and 
five men. Three assistants of the 
State’s Attorney, opening the argu- 
ment yesterday, had also demand- 
ed that the defendants be electro- 
yY cuted. 

The case will go to the jury late 
this afternoon, after Judge Mudge 
has delivered his final instructions, 

“You men of the jury knew when 
you sat down to try this case that 
no murder was involved,” Geers be- 
gan. “You knew you were to hear 
the story of a heinous crime, for 
which the maximum penalty under 
the law of Illinois is death. 

“You have heard the evidence. It 
is conclusive. And now the people 
. of Illinois, in the name of outraged 
justice and society, come to you to 
ask the death penalty for each and 
every one of the defendants—the 
death penalty, which in this State 
is accomplished by electrocution.” 

He paused, and the crowded 
courtroom was silent. Then he 
went into an analysis of the part 
played by each of the defendants 
as shown by the evidence.

“Challenge to Government.” 

“These defendants,” Keenan de- 
clared. turning to Bates and Bailey, 
and the other defendants, “have 
jointly challenged the power of the 
Government to protect its citizens. 

“Not alone are the Kellys, the 
Bates, the Baileys, the Kronicks, 
the Shannons, the Kozbergs and the 
Blumenfelds at the bar of justice 
today,” said Keenan, “but this Gov- 
ernment—the Government of the 
United States—as well stands at the 
same bar of justice on trial for its 
life. 

“If the Government cannot cope 
with the kidnaper and racketeer,” 
he asserted, “we had better frank- 
ly admit the failure of our present 
form of Government.” 

Those who -get rid of ransom 
money are as guilty as the actual 
kidnapers, Keenan insisted. 

“I believe you will see the wis- 
dom of our Congress passing a 
drastic law against the transport- 
ing of a kidnaped victim from one 
state to another for the purpose of 
obtaining ransom,” he said. 

“The Federal Government,” he 
asserted, “is anxious to lend all its 
forces to the detection of such 
crimes, the apprehension of the 
criminals and their speedy prose- 
cution.” 

Ben B. Laska, counsel for Bates, 
began his closing argument with 
an attack on Urschel, whom he 
characterized as “a fabricator” in 
connection with a syndicated news- 
paper article. 

Laska said that in the newspa- 
per article Urschel said he could 
not identify his kidnapers and that 
Urschel wrote: “Their faces were in 
the shadows at the time. All I could 
see was the menacing machine gun.

MANHUNT BROADCAST 
FAKED, POLICE ChARGE 


Radio Described ‘Pitched Battle’ 
Between Indiana Officers 
and Escaped Convicts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GARY, Ind., Sept. 28.—A thrill- 
ing radio broacast of a “pitched 
battle” between state troopers and 
escaped convicts surrounded ina 
thicket was carried on the radio 
from the vicinity of Tremont and 
Chesterton, Ind., last night. Police 
said the broadcast was a deliber- 
ate fake. Radio men, involved, said 


the police heard wrongly. 

The broadcast served to excite 
Gov. Paul McNutt, who heard it 
and led him to telephone Capt. 
Matt Leach of the State police for 
details. It also caused Sheriff Wil- 
liam D. Meyering of Cook County 
to assemble 50 deputies on the 
county line to halt the escaped con- 
victs from escaping north. 

The radio men maintain some of 
the policemen were loitering in a 
speakeasy and that they were “cov- 
ering up” for other officers, who 
fired shots near a microphone to 
“give atmosphere” to the broad- 
cast. 

Steve Trumbull, in charge of the 
radio crew and who was held all 
night at the State Police Head- 
quarters, gave his version today: 

“We never once announced that 
a battle was being fought. There 
was absolutely no fakery at all. We 
first had Mrs. Thelma Gustafsen 
talk into the microphone and tell 
how some of the escaped convicts 
stopped at her house. 

“Then a Police Sergeant was in- 
terviewed. There were police cars 
going up and down the highway 
with sirens sounding all the time. 
Some of the officers wanted to fire 
their guns to give the broadcast at- 
mosphere, but I told them not to. 
“There were a number of offi- 
cers there, and they were advanc- 
ing into the dense woods, firing 
shots into the thickets to drive out 
any convicts that might have been 
there.” 

To this Capt. Leach replied that 
he had heard the following over 
the radio: 

““Here we are, folks, right on the 
scene of a gigantic man hunt.

T0 SUSPEND LAWS 
HANPERING HR 


Hugh Miller Asks Gov. Park 
to Request Such Action at 
Coming Extra Session of 
Legislature. 


A recommendation that Gov. Park 
or the Legislature declare that all 
Missouri laws inconsistent with the 
purpose of the National Recovery 
Act be suspended, was sent to the 
Governor today by Hugh Miller, 
State engineer of the Federal Pub- 
lic Works Administration. 

The object, Miller explained, is 
to remove limitations on the State 
and its cities and counties in the 
raising of money to undertake pub- 
lic works with the aid of Federal 
loans or grants. Miller called the 
Governor’s attention to the fact 
that a national emergency had been 
declared by Congress in the Recov- 
ery Act. 

Miller called attention to a clause 
in the State Constitution, permit- 
ting the Legislature to submit bond 
issues to the people in case of 
emergency. He thought this might 
be a simple way to obtain action 
on a State bond proposition for 
needed buildings for penal and elee- 
mosynary institutions. Such a bond 
issue would require a two-thirds 
majority for approval. Other forms 
of submitting a bond proposal 
might be more complicated. 

There has been discussion, Miller 
told the Governor, of making a bare 
majority sufficient to vote a bond 
issue for publicly owned utilities, 
instead of the two-thirds majority 
required by the Constitution. “As 
franchises for public utilities may 
be approved by a majority of the 
voters,” said Miller, “it is thought 
that municipal utilities financed by 
revenue bonds should be provided 
for on the same basis.” 

Miller expressed sympathy for 
the proposal of a St. Louis County 
civic group for a trunk sewer sys- 
tem for which legislation will be 
required. He expressed his inten- 
tion to assist in this scheme “to the 
fullest extent permitted under the 
Recovery Act.” He added: “There 
is also a proposal for parks and 
parkways in the county, to be con- 
structed jointly by the county and 
city. This will require some sort of 
legislation, which I believe will be 
proposed.” 

The State Advisory Board of the 
Public Works Administration be- 
lieved the law should be revised to 
permit issuance of plant revenue 
bonds on public waterworks, sew- 
ers, sewage disposal plants and gas 
and electric plants, Miller told the 
Governor. He also advocated a sim- 
ilar bill for swimming pools and 
other recreational facilities. There 
was need, he added, for an amend- 
ment to the special tax bill law, to 
make such bills collectable by the 
municipality, so that they might be 
acceptable to the Government as 
collateral on public works loans.

cording to the American Federation 
of Labor’s preliminary estimate for 

September made public today, now 

stands at 11,001,000. This repre- 

sents a reduction of 2,800,000 since 

March. | 
It is estimated that 815,000 men 

and women went back to work in 

August and September is expected 

to show an even better gain. 


The latest reports show a de- 
crease of employment in only one 
trade group—theaters. Substantial 
increases were recorded in build- 
ing, the meta: trades, manufactur- 
ing, service, street transportation, 
water transportation and railroads. 

The total reduction in unemploy- 
ment since the peak in March is 
placed at 20 per cent. A million 
and a half have gone back to work 
in factories, 300,000 in the wholesale 
and retail trade, 200,000 in building, 
100,000 on the railroads, 100,000 on 
farms, 35,000 in service, 27,000 in 
mines and 500,000 in other lines of 
work. 


“A Beginning Toward Recovery.” 
Though the Federation sees “a 
beginning toward recovery,” it adds 
that “when one looks ahead to the 
winter months, when more than a 
million will probably lose their jobs, 
progress in the conquést of unem- 
ployment seems slow, indeed.” 
Current figures on employment 
the report says, should not be inter- 
preted to mean that the need for 
relief is over or even that it is de- 
creasing. «* 
“The number of families on relief 
rolls in our principal cities in Au- 
gust,” the report continues, “was 85 
to-90 per cent above August last 
year. The desperate condition of 
our unemployed families is cumula- 
tive. We are now feeling the re- 
sults of four years of unemploy- 
ment. If two or three million are 
better off by having jobs, 11,000,000 
are worse off from their long 
struggle for existence; their re- 
sources are exhausted and hun- 
dreds are weekly applying to the 
public relief offices for the first 
time. 
“Needs Will Be Greater Than Ever.” 
“Relief needs this winter will be 
greater than ever before. Three 
and a half million families were on 
the public relief rolls in August 
and this number may increase to 
four and a half million before the 
winter is over.” 


FORESTRY CORPS TO PURCHASE 
950,000,000 FEET OF LUMBER 


It Will Be Used to Provide 1466 
Winter Camps for 250,000 
Workers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — The 
Forest Conseryation Corps is go- 
ing to buy 250,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber to build 1466 winter camps for 
250,000 corps workers. In making 
the announcement today, Robert 
Fechner, Conservation Director, 
said: 

“This is one of the largest single 
orders ever placed for lumber in the 
history of the country and will 
give active stimulus to the lumber 
industry in which 1,000,000 men are 
normally employed.” 

Fechner said bids were being 
called for by commanding officers 
in the nine corps areas and that 
the specifications calling for No. 2 
common lumber were drawn in col- 
laboration with the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association.

$200,000 Plan Aiended to Limit

Infantile Paralysis Sufferer 
First to Use Machine at 
Children’s Hospital. 


Harry Dorris, 4-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Dorris, 2619 
Michigan avenue, who is seriously 
ill with infantile paralysis, has 
been living since yesterday after- 
noon in the tightly enclosed cham- 
ber of a’ Drinker respirator at St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital in an ef- 
fort to save his life and to heal his 
paralyzed respiratory muscles. 

Harry is the first patient in St. 
Louis to be put into the respirator, 
which has been at the hospital for 
almost a year. He will remain in 
the respirator two or three days 
when he will be taken out to see 
if he can breathe by himself. If 


not, he will be put back in, and in, 


case of necessity may stay there a 
month or longer. 

Harry -was sent to Children’s 
Hospital from the City Isolation 
Hospital yesterday when his breath- 
ing had dropped to three respira- 
tions a minute. In the respirator 
he is automatically made to breathe 
15 times a minute, almost the nor- 
mal number. 

The respirator is a tightly en- 
closed steel chamber, seven feet 
long, two feet wide, and two and a 
half feet high. Only the patient’s 
head is outside and a close-fitting 
rubber band around the neck keeps 
out all air. A vacuum pump, run 
by an electric motor, creates a suc- 
tion every four seconds which au- 
tomatically expands the chest. The 
patient exhales of his own accord. 
There are glass windows, resem- 
bling port-holes, in the sides and a 
rubber-lined hole through which an 
attendant can put his arm and feel 
the suction. Inside it is warm and 
the suction is very gentle. It can 
be increased or reduced as the case 
may require. 

The entire chamber is on rollers 
and, for Harry, it has been moved 
into the isolation division., Harry 
lies inside wearing. only a pair of 
trunks. Outside his head reclines 
on a pillow and he can look up at 
rubber dolls and toys tied to the 
respirator by the nurses. But he 
can’t reach out and play with them. 

He is wide awake and talks read- 

ily with the doctors and nurses. 
When he demands water he gets it’ 
through a straw, one swallow at a 
time. Today he even got chewing 
gum when he asked for it. 
The Drinker respirator was in- 
vented by Phillip Drinker and Louis 
A. Shaw at the Harvard School of 
Public Health in 1930. The machine 
at Children’s Hospital is the only 
one in St. Louis.

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AFTER-EFFECTS OF 
SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Tremors That Clear Up 
Within Three Weeks Most 
Notable, Speakers Tell 
Health Council. 

Tremors of the hand and tongue 
have been the most persistent after- 
effect in the encephalitis epidemic, 
and they have cleared up in less 


than three weeks, the Metropolitan 
Health Council was informed at a 


=+| Clinical meeting yesterday at Iso- 


lation Hospital. 

Early in the outbreak the possi- 
bility of after-effects had been re- 
garded with apprehension. Physi- 
cians knew that in earlier out- 
breaks now considered another 
form of encephalitis—residual dam- 
age to the nervous system had been, 
as one expressed it, “the most 
dreaded aspect of the disease.” 
Patients’ families were concerned, 
especially after a news weekly in- 
correctly drew an inference from 
accounts of other epidemics and 
published a statenient that some 
patients had recovered tragical- 


At the time, none had recovered. 
When recoveries began, they were 
without after-effects. Physicians 
here have repeatedly pointed out 
that the gratifying absence of after- 
effects was one of the most striking 
characteristics of the St. Louis epi- 
demic, which is now considered to 
be an encephalitis never previously 
described except in Japan and prob- 
ably Australia. ; 

The rapidity and cémpleteness of 
recovery ‘was discussed at the meet- 
ing, with a background of observa- 
tion of more than 100 cases, by both 
Dr. T. C. Hempelmann and Dr. J. 
William Beckman. 

Dr. Hempelmann said he had 
seen three types of cases. In some 
there was a one to four day period 
of invasion, with no symptoms ex- 
cept headache, fever or “grippy” 
pains, and frequently sore throat. 
Others almost at once showed acute 
and typical symptoms. A _ third 
group never passed beyond the first 
mild stage, and he thought that 
probably hundreds of these cases 
were undiagnosed. 

Hearing, speech and sight often 
were affected in the course of the 
disease, said Dr. Hempelmann. He 
mentioned. one patient who was still 
troubled by nervous apprehension 
when she left the hospital. But in 
all, he emphasized, the effects of 
the disease diminished from day to 
day, and usually had disappeared 
before the end of the three-week 
isolation period after the date of 
onset.

Export Co. Got 18 Vessels 


for $1,071,431 and $4,- 


288,047 in 3 Years for 
Carrying Mails. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Ocean 


mail subsidies paid to the Export 
Steamship Corporation annually 
amounting to more than the or- 


ganization paid the Shipping Board 
for 18 vessels, were disclosed yes- 
terday in the Senate investigation 
of such subsidies. 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alaban:a, 
placed in the record reports show- 
ing that the line received more than 
$300,000 for carrying four pounds 
of mail and that in 1929 it was paid, 
under a contract awarded in the 
Hoover administration, at the rate 
of $66,000 a pound on ocean mail. 

In 1929 the line received $1,2¥]1,- 
187; in 1932, $1,498,430, and in tne 
fiscal year, 1933, the same amount. 
The steamship company acquired 
18 Government vessels for $1,971,- 
431 in August, 1925, on which the 
Shipping Board expended $1,825,- 
718 for repairs. 

$15,000 Fee Paid Slemp. 

A formal statement that C. Bas- 
com Slemp of Virginia, who once 
was secretary to President Cool- 
idge, had helped to engineer the 
ship purchasing deal at a _ price 
lower than that originally asked by 
the Shipping Board was placei 
before the committee by Herry 
Herberman, president of the Export 
Co. 

In a letter to Black, chairman of 
the committee, Herberman wrote 
that Slemp had sent a bill for $50,- 
000 for legal fees in connection with 
the sale of the ships at $7.50 a ton 
instead of the $8.50 asked for by 
Admiral Palmer of ‘the Shipping 
Board. 

The sale price, Herberman wrote, 
was a compromise, and the “ques- 
tion involved was the per ton to 
be paid for Shipping Board ves- 
sels,” adding that “Mr. Slemp acted 
in connection with this matter and 
felt that his services were worth, 
as I recall, $50,000. I actually paid 
him $15,000—$3000 on July 1, 1925, 
and $12,000 on July 19, 1925.” 

Slemp resigned as secretary to 
Coolidge in January of 1925. 

W. D. McLaughlin of Long Island, 
N. Y., former treasurer of the Ex- 
port line, was testifying when Black 
presented Herberman’s letter. 

“T didn’t know anything about it,” 
McLaughlin said, “until one day 
Herberman told me to see Slemp 
in Washington, as he had present- 
ed a bill for $50,000 and he (Herber- 
man) couldn’t see it and neither 
could I.” 

Lecturer at $200 a Month. 

Miss Clara McQuown of Wash- 
ington told of her work as a lec- 
turer employed at $200 a month by 
hte American Steamship Owners’ 
Association to put Merchants Ma- 
rine propaganda before women’s 
clubs.

ing $6,253,400. 


Federal grants aggregating $1,- 
525,800 are to be requested by the 
city to help pay for various im- 
provements estimated to cost $6,253,- 
400. The balance of $4,727,600 is 
available in city bond and water 
funds. 

In addition, if a proposal to trans- 
fer $1,500,000 in bonds from an ob- 
solete bridge approach item to the 
use of hospitals is approved at the 
special election of Nov. 21, the city 
will apply for a grant of about 
$500,000 to supplement this sum. 
The city also hopes to be able to 
apply for a large grant to help pay 
for the contemplated Third street 
widening downtown. Whether a 
means of carrying out the Third 
street scheme can be found re- 
mains to be determined. 


A grant of $104,000 has been ob- 
tained by the city to help pay for a 
section of the downtown relief sew- 
er system. A second application has 
been filed, for a $375,210 grant for 
aid in erecting various hospital 
buildings. Part of this may not be 
allowed, because it involves work on 
the new Negro hospital already un- 
der contract. The Government will 
not make grants on existing con- 
tracts. 

Notice of Requests Given. 

Notice of the anticipated requests 
for grants was sent yesterday to 
Hugh Miller, State engineer of the 
Federal Public Works Administra- 
tion, by President Brown of the 
Board of Public Service. It con- 
stituted a reply to Miller’s request 
to Mayor Dickmann as to what the 
city planned to ask for. Brown said 
formal applications would be filed 
as rapidly as possible.

RAINEY SAYS ECONOMIC 
SKIES ARE GLEARING 


Speaker of House Declares 
Whole Nation is Backing 
Roosevelt. 


— 


Speaker Henry T. Rainey of the 
House of Representatives praised 
the National Recovery program in 
an address in St. Louis today, say- 
ing the economic skies were clear- 


ing and the rainbows of hope ap- 
pearing. 

In frank recognition, however, of 
the uncertainties of the time, he 
said: “It is an untrodden road we 
are traveling. We may not know 
just where we are going, but we 
know one thing, we are going away 
from where we now are, and if we 
find the direction is wrong we will 
reverse it.” 

Speaker Rainey, who, for many 
years, has been a member of Con- 
gress from Illinois, spoke before the 
members’ assembly of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Hotel Jeffer- 
son at noon. He came here from 
his home at Carrollton, Ill., where 
he operates a farm. Long a leader 
on the Democratic side of the 
House and member of the powerful 
Ways and Means Committee, Rai- 
ney was elected to the Speakership 
when the new Congress met in 
special session last March at the 
call of President Roosevelt. 
Recalling his advocacy last year 
of inflation, coinage of silver and 
revaluation of the gold dollar, he 
said the powers to do these things, 
handed over to the President by 
| Congress, were “three great 16-inch 
guns” with which to fight depres- 
sion. 


opinion concerning when these 
emergency powers, not yet used 
by the President, should be applied, 
and made no reference to recent 
urging by some of the Democratic 
members of the House and the Sen- 
ate that currency inflation be made 
effective at once. 

Denies Surrender of Powers. 

Referring to the recovery pro- 
gram, he said: 

“We have not given up any of 
the powers of Congress; we have 
not created a dictatorship as they 
have in countries beyond the seas; 
we have just simply built a great 
machine with many throttles and 
levers, and we have said to the 
President: ‘You are the engineer 
in charge of this machine; if cer- 
tain things happen, pull this one, 
but the machine must move.’ And 
already the machine has com- 


imenced to move. 


“Prices are going up. We must 
overcome now the lag between pro- 
duction and consumption, and the 
recovery program is accomplishing 
that. We must have more men at 
work at higher wages in order to 
restore buying power. We must 
increase the prices farmers re- 
ceive for their crops in order to 
restore the buying power of 30,000,- 
000 of our population, and we are 
doing it. 

Uses of Processing Tax. 

“We are paying now $110,000,000 
to the farmers of the cotton states 
as a compensation for reducing the 
coming cotton crop 4,000,000 bales, 
and this will be accomplished with- 
out a dollar of expense to the Fed- 
eral Government. The processing 
tax takes care of it. 

“We are removing rapidly from 
the market 5,000,000 pigs. This Is 
accomplished without a dollar of 
expense to the Government. The 
processing tax is taking care of it. 
“We are arranging now to export 
35,000,000 busheis of wheat from 
the Pacific Northwest. This is a 
part of the international wheat 
agreement, and we are taking out 
of production for 1934 and 1935 an 
immense wheat acreage, and in our 
efforts to reduce the wheat surplus 
we now have the co-operation of 
the wheat-producing nations of the 


world.

ods, and as a result of many more 
propositions which I do not have 
time even to mention, the economic 
skies have commenced to clear and 
rainbows of hope already are ap- 
pearing.

Former Associate Says $22,- 
100 Was Banked Recent- 
ly, Including Several 
$1000 Bills.

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 28.—James 
E. Ferguson, husband of Gov. Mi- 
riam A. Ferguson, in a statement 
today replied to testimony before the 
State Senate by a former associate 
that he had deposited in banks in 
recent months $22,100 in cash, in- 
clduing several $1000 bills, and had 
recorded the transactions. in a 
“Little Black Book.” : 

The testimony was given in an 
investigation into expenditures of. 
public funds and was given by 
Frank W. Chudej, who resigned 
last Aug. 19 as president of the 
Ferguson Forum, a weekly publi- 
cation edited by Ferguson. 

Reading from what he identified 
as a photographic copy of ledger 
sheets he had kept in duplicate, 


Chudej testified Ferguson had 
handed him the money in cash at 


Black Book Disappears. 
The witness said the “Little Black 


had disappeared 
six weeks before he left 
Chudej said the amounts he de- 
posited for Ferguson were not 
receipts from circulation or ad- 


for sales of creamery products. 

By Ferguson's orders, Chudej re- 
lated, he had drawn checks on the 
creamery accounts for bills, in- 
cluding insurance and “groceries 
for the mansion.” He said $400 or 
$500 had been transferred month- 
ly from other accounts to one la- 
beled» “Mrs. Ferguson’s separate 
estate.” 

Senator Will H. Martin asked if 
Chudej had not offered his testi- 
mony as a reprisal against Fergu- 
son because Mrs. Ferguson had 
failed to appoint him a member of 
the State Board of Control.

Says Ferguson Presided. 

Lawrence Westbrook, director of 
the relief commission, told the Sen- 
ate Ferguson had presided at meet- 
ings of the commission, but that he 
did not know by what authority 
Ferguson acted. It was testified 
that the woman Governor did not 
attend the commission sessions. 

A move to have Chudej’s testi- 
mony stricken from the record was 
overruled. The Governor’s salary 
is $5000. 

Ferguson was impeached and 
ousted as Governor in 1917 on 
charges that he caused State funds 
to be deposited in his bank at 
Temple; that: he refused to account 
for a loan of $156,000 received in 
currency from Texas brewers; that 
he induced his bank to lend him 
money in excess of the lawful lim- 
it; that he had members of the 
State University faculty expelled 
after the board of regents had ex- 
onerated them of charges brought 
by him, and because he sought re- 
moval of regents without cause.

“VIETING' OF NATION 


Republican Ex-Senator Says It’s 
‘Time to Speak Up 
Against Efforts. 


‘the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 28. — Former 
United States Senator James E. 
Watson, Republican, of Indiana, ad- 
dressing a party rally here yester- 
day, denounced certain advisers of 
President Roosevelt for what Wat- 
son described as an attempt to 
“overthrow capitalism and sovietize 
the American Government.” 
Watson, for years a leader of Re- 
|publicans in the Senate until his de- 
feat last November, named no 
names. His remarks were based 
on dispatches of Sept. 9 quoting 
Louis P. Alber, chief of the speak- 
ers’ division of the National Re- 
covery Act, as saying a “primer of 
the NRA and the Roosevelt pro- 
gram will be sent into the schools 
of the country.” 
“The NRA was set up to employ 
labor, increase wages and enhance 


ple,” Watson said. “What on earth 
has a primer in the public schools 
to do with these questions?” 

Watson’s Explanation. 
The only explanation he could 


tain gentlemen surrounding the 
President—and I believe without his 
sanction or authority—are attempt- 
ing to carry the provisions of this 
law into a realism it was never in- 
tended to enter, namely, the entire 
socialization of industry in the 
United States, the overthrow of cap- 
italism and the sovietization of the 
American Government.” 
Watson then accused the admin- 
istration of failing to reduce gov- 
ernmental costs, of failure to main- 
tain a stable currency, and of fail- 
ure to prevent undermining of Gov- 
ernment credit. He said the agri- 
cultural relief plan went far beyond 
Republican proposals which evoked 
such strong criticism a year ago. 

The country, Watson said, was 
threatened with fiat money; mount- 
ing Government costs; a dislocation 
of economic laws and an uncertain 
credit. 

The Rooseveltian School has 
turned protectionist insofar as the 
tariff was concerned, he said, and 
added that not an item in the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff has been re- 
vised. 

“Back to the Constitution.” 
For two hours and a half, Wat- 
son spoke, making a plea for “back 
to the Constitution.” 

“The mere fact,” he said, “that 
a world-wide depression has upset 
the whole earth, changed all fi- 
nancial, commercial and economic 
conditions, and produced Govern- 
mental revolutions everywhere—the 
fact, stern and forbidding as it is, 
should not be permitted to drive us 
away from those basic realities 
that underlie our Government, the 
operation of which is responsible 
for the marvelous growth of this 
republic and that still must con- 
stitute the Beacon light to lead us 
on to greater heights of industry, 
prosperity and liberty. 

“I believe that the Republican 
party should affirm its determina- 
tion to stand by the Constitution of 
the United States, its fundamental 
principles to be preserved unal- 
tered but to be applied to changing 
conditions so as to promote the 
equality of men in America, the 
basic thought underlying this 
instrument.” 

“Democracy Never So Insecure.” 

“We are said to have entered the 
last war to make the world safe for 
democracy,” Watson continued, 
“yet democracy was never less se- 
cure anywhere in the world than at 
the present time. This should teach 
us to cling to a representative re- 
public such as our fathers founded 
and not bend our efforts toward 
making our Government a pure de- 
mocracy, every effort toward which 
has but weakened its cardinal prin- 
ciples.” © 

Watson said that the wealth of 
the country “cannot be wholly re- 
distributed by taxation processes.” 

“We are opposed,” Watson said, 
“to regimenting every young man 
entering active life, putting him in 
a straitjacked, giving him an op- 
portunity to be so much and no 
more,” 

In opening his address Watson 
said that the time had come for Re- 
publicans to break a silence he said 
was self-imposed because of a re-

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NAZIS FIND THEY NEED 
JEWS AND THEIR STORES 


Drastic Action May Throw 
‘Thousands Out of Work, 
Official Warns. 


By the Associated Press. 

MUNICH, Germany, Sept. 28.— 
The Nazi Minister of Economics, 
Kurt Schmidt, and the Nazi labor 
chief in the Rhineland, Wilhelm 
Boerger, have considerably modi- 
fied their party’s stand on depart- 
ment stores and Jews in business. 

Schmidt, in an address here yes- 
terday, said: 

“We must destroy as little as 
possible and build up as much as 
possible. Department stores can- 
not be simply wiped out. They em- 
ploy a quarter of a million people 
and a billion marks are invested in 
them, of which much is held in the 
form of mortgages by wide sec- 
i'tions of the population.” 

He said it was impossible to draw 
the line between Aryan and non- 
Aryan firms. He expressed the 
opinion that application of the 
Aryan clause would result in seri- 
ous harm to plans for economic 
reconstruction. Schmidt, who on 
several occasions has counseled 
cautious procedure in economic re- 
form, concluded: “There is no rea- 
son to proceed against a firm un- 
less it has offended the laws or 
interfered with the principles of 
the merchants’ honor.” 

Boerger made public an order 
from Rudolf Hess, Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s chief adjutant, threatening 
strong measures if the Nazi boy- 
cotting of department stores does 
not cease. 

“The National Socialist party’s 
attitude toward the department 
stores question remains unchanged 
in principle,” the order said. “Its 
solution will follow in due course.

“You’ve got me right on the 
Urschel kidnaping, but not the Chi- 
cago robbery and the Kansas City 
Union Station job,” Roper quoted 
Kelly as saying. 

Amplifying orer’s brief an- 
nouncement, a person close to Fed- 
eral authorities said Kelly in his 
oral confession had named Albert 
Bates, now on trial at Oklahoma 
City, as Kelly’s actual accomplice in 
the Urschel kidnaping. 


The Actual Kidnapers. 
“Kelly made no formal confes- 
sion but he told the Department of 
Justice agents,” the informant said, 
“that he and Bates were the ones 
who did the actual kidnaping and 
that they took Urschel to Paradise, 
Tex., and returned to Oklahoma 
City to collect the ransom. 

“Kelly indicated the degree of 
guilt of the others connected with 
the case and gave some idea of the 
disposition of the ransom money.” 

The Chicago robbery referred to 
in Rorer’s announcement was the 
holdup of Federal Reserve Bank 
messengers and the slaying of a 
policeman, Sept. 21. The “Kansas 
City Union Station job” was the 
machine gun killing of four officers 
and their prisoner, Frank Nash, an- 
other notorious outlaw, in an at- 
tempt to liberate Nash. 

Before Kelly’s confession was 
announced, he withdrew from his 
previously announced ~ determina- 
tion to fight extradition to Okla- 
homa to stand trial for the kidnap- 
ing. 

Linked to Chicago Holdup. 

John M. Keith, Federal agent 
from Chicago, strongly hinted that 
Kelly had been connected with the 
Chicago holdup. 

“The Kellys were in a bad jam 
before they were caught,” Keith 
said. “They needed that buried 
money ($73,250 of the $200,000 
Urschel ransom money dug up on 
a farm near Coleman, Tex., yester- 
day), but they could not go to it. 
Kelly grew desperate. We know 
that he was in Chicago the night 
of Sept. 21 when two messengers 
of the Federal Reserve Bank were 
held up and a Chicago policeman 
was killed. All the thieves got was 
two pouches of canceled checks. He 
(Kelly) left Chicago, we believe, 
immediately for Memphis and set 
up his contact with Ramsey in an 
attempt to get money.” 

Langford Ramsey, referred to by 
Keith, is reported to have confessed 
to Federal officers yesterday that 
he attempted to obtain the money 
buried in Texas.

in the coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere will end quickly af- 
ter the code of fair practice ap- 
proved for the coal industry pe- 
comes effective next Monday. The 
code provides for the establishment, 
of machinery to settle all labor dis-| 
putes in the industry and that ma- 
chinery is now in process of cre%- 
tion. 

Apparently, officials said, there 
has been much confusion over the 
status of the coal code, both on 
the part of coal miners and the 
general public. The two main 
facts over which misunderstand- 
ings have arisen, they stated, are 
the following: First, that the cou] 
code is not yet in effect; and sec- 
ond, that, when it does become ef- 
fective, it will apply to every coal 
producer in the industry, regard- 
less of whether he has signed it. 

As in Case of Henry Ford. 

Concerning the latter point, it 
was pointed out, the case will be 
precisely like that of Henry Ford. 
Ford did not sign the automobile 
code, yet he is operating under it, 
and any violation of its provisions 
would subject him to the penaities 
of the Recovery Act. Once the 
President has approved a code for 
an industry, it applies to everyone 
in the industry. 

Thus, it was pointed out by Dr. 
Leo Wolman, chairman of the La- 
bor Advisory Board, that the state- 
ment of Gov. Gifford Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania about mine disorder 
in that State was “misleading.” ‘She 
Governor had wired Lamont 
Hughes, president of the Carnegie 
Steel Co. (a subsidiary of U. S. 
Steel), that the troubles in Fayette 
County were a result of the fail- 
ure of mines owned by that corpo- 
ration to “sign the coal code.” 

“No past or present disorder can 
be laid to the faflure of anyone to 
sign the coal code,” Dr. Wolman 
said, “for the simple reason that 
the code is not yet in effect. More- 


over, all the mines owned by the/|@ 


Carnegie Steel Co. or anyone else 
will be subject to the application 
of the code when it goes into ef- 
fect. Of course, anyone has the 
right to ask for an exemption from 
one or more provisions of the code. 
When that is done, a ruling will be 
handed down from NRA headquar- 
ters.” 

“By whom?” he was asked. “The 
final rulings probably will come 
from Chief Counsel Richberg,” he 
said. 


Commercial Tonnage Signed. 


Inquiry yesterday disclosed that 
operators producing 93 per cent of 
the commercial tonnage mined in 
the United States have signed the 
code. A majority signed through 
their trade associations, although a 
large number signed individually. 
The most important signatories are 
the Smokeless and Appalachian 
Coal Association, Northern Coal 
Control, and associations and indi- 
viduals representing the industry 
in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, Oklahcma, Arkansas, New 
Mexico, Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, 
Montana, Washington, North Da- 
kota and South Dakota. 

The most important elements in 
the industry which thus far have 
refused to sign are commercial op- 
erators in Alabama and Southern 
Tennessee,. and owners of the so- 
called “captive mines.” 

“Captive mine” is a term used 
in the industry to designate a mine 
which is owned by-a corporation 
which absorbs its entire output:

What the “Captrves” Oppose. 

Owners of the “captive mines” 
objected strenuously to being 
brought under a code. They point- 
ed out that they were not engaged 
in competition, that their trade 
practices were limited almost ex- 
clusively to wages and hours of 
labor, and they protested against 
being required to bear part of the 
expense of administering the code 
for commercial operators. In the 
end, however, it was decided to in- 
clude them. 

Another example of “captive 
mines” exists in Western Kentucky, 
where the North American Co. 
operates large mines and consumes 
their entire output in the produc- 
tion of electricity, which is sold in 
several neighboring states. That 
company has been one of the most’ 
vigorous objectors to the code. 

Most of the labor trouble in 
Pennsylvania has been at “captive 
mines,” and it has not been over 
wages or hours, since the wages 
paid there are almost uniformly 
higher than. those requiréd by the 
code or paid by commercial oper- 
ators. It is a]l a question of union 
recognition. Most of the miners 
have joined the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, which the steel] 
company-owned mines seem deter- 
mined not to recognize. Ultimately 
the issue will almost certainly come 
before NRA for a ruling. 

The coal code divides the {ndus- 
try into six regional divisions, each 
of which will have a “code authori- 
ty” named by the operators, with 
a representative appointed by the 
President, authorized to sit in at 
all meetings. These “authorities” 
will have the duty of administering 
and enforcing the code. 

In addition, each division will have 
labor board, composed of three 
members, one appointed by the op- 
erators, one by the miners and 
one by the President. These 
boards will have power to settle al! 
labor disputes arising within the 
industry. The process of setting 
up the “authorities” and boards is 
almost complete. 

1040 Proposed Codes Received 
With most of the major indus- 
tries under codes, it is evident that 
the Recovery Administration is 
passing from the phase of nego- 
tiations to that of administration. 
As this process continues, the num- 
ber of persons employed at Na- 
tional Headquarters will diminish, 
while the local administrative per- 
sonnel will increase. About 3800 
are now employed at national 
headquarters. The number. en- 
gaged in local administration, and 
the number of lawyers and indus- 
trialists engaged privately in draft- 


ed. 

Thus far 1040 proposed codes 
have been submitted, covering al- 
most every conceivable form of 
business from steel to the makers 
of ecclesiastical statuary and the 
operators of pet shops.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 28. — 
The Missouri Legislature, which will 
meet in special session Oct. 17 un- 
der call by Gov. Park will have 
as its principal jobs the enactment 
of legislation to replenish the bank- 
rupt general revenue fund of the 
State, to provide funds for public 
relief to enable the State to obtain 
Federai.aid, and to repeal the State 
bone-dry law and enact liquor regu- 
latory laws. 

The Governor has not announced 
the complete program which he 
will lay before the Legislature, but 
it is certain to contain these sub- 
jects. 

Bank Advances Money. | 


Through an arrangement with a 
Jefferson City bank the State is 
now anticipating its future revenues 
to meet payrolls and ordinary op- 
erating expenses. The bank is ad- 
vancing the money as needed and 
will be repaid when tax funds are 
received next December. It is con- 
ceded by State fiscal officers that 
additional funds must be provided 
either by creating new sources of 
revenue or increasing the rates of 
those now in existence. 

There is much speculation in Jef- 
ferson City concerning whether the 
Governor will ask the Legislature 
to enact a sales tax law. In the 
last regular session he advocated 
a selective sales tax on goods 
classed as non-necessaries, but his 
proposal was rejected. There has 
been agitation since that time for 
a small general sales tax on every- 
thing sold in the State to provide 
from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000 of new 
revenue, but the Governor has not 
permitted his present position on 
the subject to become known. 

It is believed there will be a rec- 
ommendation for an increase in the 
corporation franchise tax from 50 
cents on the total of capital and 
surplus of corporations to $1. If 
carried out this would produce 
nearly $2,000,000 of additional rev- 
enue annually. 

An increase in the tax on beer 
also is looked on as a probability. 
The State revenue from beer so 
far this year has netted the State 
less than $100,000, and has been a 
disappointment to officials who ex- 
pected large revenues from that 
source. 

If a sales tax is adopted the 
present State property tax of 5 
cents on the $100 valuation for gen- 
eral revenue purposes probably will 
be abolished. 

Opposition to Sales Tax. 
However, there is strong opposi- 
tion to the sales tax among influ- 
ential Democrats. The party went 
into office after a campaign of 
pledges of tax reduction.

WHY UTILITIES CRAVE STATE RECULATION. 
It is one cf the jests of the times that we find the 


state regulation is “on trial for its life” He urged 
the gas men to work to free state utility commissions 
of political (save the mark!) influences and to help 
to restore their prestige. Most gas company execz- 
tives, said Mr. Parsons, found state regulation “de 
sirable and beneficial to the public” and “utilities 
must demand the retenticn of states’ rights.” 

We agree heartily with Mr. Parsons’ premise that 
state regulation is on trial, except we go further. The 
trial] is over and state regulation has been condemned 
in the court of public opinion. Why is it that Mr. 
Parsons makes so heartfelt an appeal for state regu- 
lation? It is because under it the utilities have en- 
joyed almost unlimited freedom. In an editorial] writ- 
ten in 1931, discussing the breakdown of state regu- 
lation, we quoted Samuel Untermyer, national] author- 
ity om the subject, as saying: 

Experience has, I think, demonstrated that pub- 
lic utility regulation is, in most states, unsatic- 
factory to the point of failure. Where the cor- 
poration is by a long-term franchise, 
all attempts at effective regulation are met with 
dilatory tactics and an avalanche of tethnicalties 
which the public authorities have neither the 
money nor the facilities adequately to meet. 
The Minnesota Home Rule League, which made a 
study of Wisconsin, one of the first states to adopt 

state regulation, said in 1914: 

One of the reasons for the cordial of 
the state regulation law in 1907 by the public 
utilities was to stop the wave of municipal own- 


ership of water plants by Wisconsin cities then 
sweeping over the State. 


Samuel Morris, writing in the Nation recently about 
exorbitant utility profits in New Jersey, claims an 
unholy alliance exists between public service commis 
sions anid public utility officials, not only in New 
Jersey, but everywhere. 

Speaking before the St. Louis Electrica] Board of 
Trade in 1931, ex-Gov. Caulfield said, “The greatest 
menace to the electrical utilities—and others—is the 
man who is opposed to any regulation and tries to 
prevent it.”

For Abolition of the Electoral College 


California Representative explains his proposed constitutional amendment by which 
President would be elected by direct vote; it would end present system by which 
minority voters are, in effect, disfranchised, and would make it impossible for a 
candidate who receives a popular majority to lose, as has happened three times. 


By Clarence F. Lea, Member of Congress from California. 


N THE 13th of June, the Committee on 
the Election of President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Representatives in Congress 


made a favorable report on House Joint 
Resolution 136, introduced by me, proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution providing 
for the election of the President and Vice- 
President. 


The broad purposes of this amendment 


_are to remove the objectionable electoral 
college system and provide a certain and 
just method of electing the President. 


The most obvious, though not the most 


‘ important, objection to the Electoral Col- 
lege is its indirect voting system. We elect 
presidential] electors as our agents to vote 
for us in the selection of the President. We 
establish this cumbersome, 
agency to elect the President where no such 
agency is needed. We can better vote di- 
rectly for the candidate we prefer.

It is surprising to what extent the man on 


the street is unacquainted with the more 
serious and important objections 
method of electing the President. He is or- 
dinarily uncogscious of the fact that, 
through the unit state vote, all minority vot- 
ers in every state are, in effect, disfran- 
chised; their votes are discarded and are 
not counted in computing the ultimate re- 
sult of the election. In each of the last two 
presidential elections, the votes of over 38 
per cent of all the voters of the country 
were thus disfranchised through the unit 
voting system.

In no other case in the election system of 


this country do we elect candidates indirect- 
ly through intermediate agencies. In the 
case of no other office do we discard minor- 
ity votes in a politica] subdivision before 
computing the final result. 


In three instances, candidates receiving 


the plurality vote of the“nation for Presi- 
dent have been defeated by candidates with 
less popular votes. Doubtless such instances 
will be repeated in the future unless the 
system is changed. 


The defeat of the candidate shown at the

House Joint Resolution 136, if adopted, 
would accomplish the following results: 
(1) It would abolish the electoral college 
system and substitute therefor a direct vote 
for the election of the President and Vice- 
President. (2) Each state would retain 
electoral votes as at present equal to the 
whole number of its Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. In this way, the relative strength 
of the states would be preserved as at pres- 
ent. The electoral vote based primarily 
upon population would remain as the com- 
mon unit for expressing popular will as be- 
tween the states in the election of a Presi- 
dent. This would prevent what would other- 
wise be a violent change in the relative 
strength of the states in the election of a 
President.

Prices can rise considerably faster 
than wages, and still leave the consumer 
with increased buying power. The explana- 
tion of this seeming paradox lies in the ri- 
gidity of many important items in the fam- 
ily budget. 

Jones, good mechanic, earning $1200 a 
year, will pay perhaps $300 in rent. Insur 
ance may cost him $50; interest on a debt, 
$30; taxes, $20. For electricity, water, gas, 
carfare, he will spend, say, $110 a year. 
These items make a total of $510 of fairly 
rigid expenses. That leaves $690 for grocer 
ies, clothing and running the family car. 
Suppose, for easy figuring, an NRA code 
in his industry increases Jones’ pay by 20 
per cent. He then will be receiving $1440 
a year. Rent, insurance, interest, taxes, util- 
ity rates will stand, at least for a time, at 
the old $510. That leaves him $930, instead 
of $690, for groceries, clothes and the car 
If prices also rise 20 per cent, the cost to 
Jones of these goods will go from $690 to 
$828—and Jones still will have $102 ; .year 
of increased purchasing power. As a matter 
of arithmetic, prices for the things Jones 
buys can increase 34 per cent before his 20 
per cent pay rise is canceled out. 

If prices rise as fast as wages, then we 
do not stand still—we progress. If prices 
rise somewhat faster than wages, we still 
progress, but more slowly. It is only if out- 
rageous profiteering develops that the plan 
goes smash. 
But this and all such discussions ignore 
the central purposes of NRA. The primary 
objective is more jobs. We are fighting 
hunger. Disappointment is expressed that 
the five millions who were to be back on 
jobs by Labor day proved actually to be 
something like two millions, But two mil- 
lion more persons at work is a cause for 
cheers, not for sour dejection. To two mil 
lions of men and women, cost of living com 
putations as yet seem irrelevant. They have 
jobs; they are off a relief roll and on @ 
roll. They would like to buy more for the! 
wages, of course, but the difference between 
being able to buy nothing and being able 
to buy something seems to them nm — 
short of marvelous—and so it is. This 
good economics, and it is even better sociol- 
ogy. It is the heart of the whole affair.

Lang Found Guilty of 
Assault on Frank Nitti. 
in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28—Former De- 
tective Sergeant Harry Lang was 
convicted by a jury last night of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon in the 
shooting of Frank Nitti, “public en · 
emy” once known as “the execu- 
tioner” for “Scarface Al” Capone. 
Judge Thomas J. Lynch deferred 
sentence to Oct. 17, when a motion 
for a new trial will be heard. The 
offense carries a maximum penalty 
of a year in the House of Correc 
tion or a fine of $1000 or both. 
Lang, who was a member of the 
late Mayor Cermak’s personal po- 
lice detail, was allowed to go free 
on his original bond of $5000. 
The case grew out of a police 
raid on headquarters of the Ca- 
pone gang last Dec. 19. Both Nitti 
and Lang were shot. Nitti was put 
on trial but was acquitted when 
Lang refused to testify against him 
and one of Lang’s fellow officers 
said Nitti had had no weapon at 
the time of the raid. 

Lang was suspended. His, su- 
periors made an investigation of 


by a gangster rival of Nitti’s to 
kill Nitti in the raid, but the story 
was not proved and nothing came 
of the investigation except that 
Lang was held for trial charged 
with assault to kill and assault 
with a deadly weapon. The jury 
last night rejected the first charge 
and convicted on the second. 

At the trial testimony was giv- 
en that the raid had been ordered 
by Mayor Cermak, whose life, a 
witness said, had been threatened 
by gangsters. A policeman testi- 
fied that the Mayor had been told 
Louis (Little New York) Campag- 
na, seized in the raid, had been 
assigned to kill him. Lang testi- 
fied that he fired on Nitti when he 
saw Nitti struggling with anoth- 
er policeman and that “somebody” 
then shot him.

Liquor Regulation. 

Liquor regulatory legislation is 
the third of the really important 
subjects which will come before 
the Legislature. Senator Phil M. 
Donnelly, majority floor leader of 
the Senate, is engaged at the re- 
quest of the Governor in prepar- 
ing bills to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Governor's Ad- 
visory Commission on Liquor Con- 
trol. 

The commission opposed laws 
for local option elections in the 
counties, but dry communities ap- 
parently are insistent on virtually 
the old local option laws. Half the 
counties in the State, represented 
by one-third of the members of 
the House, voted dry in the August 
election on ratification of repeal 
of the Eighteenth amendment. 
They constitute a rather powerful 
minority, and it is the expectation 
that many difficulties will be en- 
countered in the attempt at pas- 
sage of a liquor control bill. 
Many other subjects have been 
urged upon the Governor for inclu- 
sion in his program, including a law 
to permit building and loan asso- 
ciations to accept Federal Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation bonds-ir 
financing Missouri home loans, and 
legislation under which a uniform 
sewer system could be built in St 
Louis County.
